22 SECTION 1. BEIT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
23 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

26 (o (1) Except as provided in paragraph [(2)(i)] (2)(I1) of this subsection, in
27 Baltimore County, members of the party central committees may not run at large.

4 1. Three members shall be elected from any legidative
5 district that comprises 66% or more of its population within Baltimore County;

6 2. Two members shall be el ected from any district which
7 comprises more than 33% but less than 66% of its population within Baltimore
8 County;

9 3. One member shall be elected from any legidative district
10 which comprises 33% or less of its population within Baltimore County; and

11 4, In any legidative district that is divided into delegate

12 districts and the delegate districts are located entirely within Baltimore County:

13 A. One member shall be e ected from a single member

15 B. Two members shall be el ected from atwo member delegate
16 district.
